Another Storm. 


Old Boreas ie haying a “ kiting” time of 
it. He was so elated at the success of the 
exhibition given last week that he has 
determined to give us another touch of hia 
skill and power, andif there was any doubt 
before as to his meriting the appellation of 
the “ god of storms,” the “blow” to-day will 
effectually settle that point. It commenced 
snowing and blowing about two o'clock 
this morning, and although not much snow 
has fallen, the wind, which at times almost 
reached a hurricane, and a regular nor’- 
easter at that, with the mercury below zero, 
and the snow making huge drifts at expos- 
ed points and blocking up the roads, has 
made it decidedly the most uncomfortable 
day of this stormy winter. It “ blew, and 
it spew, and it friz,” and it was useless to 
cry out, ‘cease, rude Boreas, blustering 
railer ;” he only blustered and railed the 
more. The consequence is, the railways 
are blocked up, and the prospect 1s that we 
will again be without mails from the West 
for some days, The trains on the Grand 
Trunk from Toronto have been cancelled, 
until the storm ceases, and it will be seén 
by our special despatches that the same 
course has been taken on the Great Western 
and New York Central Roads. The storm 
was so severe in Picton that the mail stage 
from that town did not leave this morning. 
At the present time the storm shows some 
sigus of abatement. 


Impeachment. 


The impeachment of President Johnson 
for what is termed a violation of the Tenure 
of Office Bill, has given ample scope to the 
Republican press to herald all the bad or 
supposed bad traits of the President to the 
world. The Tribune thus summarizes the 
offences of which he has been guilty, and 
for which he should be impeached : 


“Were this (the dismissal of Stanton) the 
first step in the President's career of official 
crimes and usurpations, Congress and the coun- 
try would have regarded it with infinite forbear- 
ance. But designed as the climax of a lon 
series of offences and crimes which he calls bis 
‘policy,’ he can claim no such torbearance. It 
was net to test the constitutionality of any law 
that he violated from the outset the Act of Con- 

ress forbidding the appointment of rebels like 
yen, Humphreys énd Goy, Sharkey to office. 
He did it asa clear violation of the law, because 
he thought the Iaw unwise. And Congress 
overlooked his offence. His usurpation of the 
legislative powers of Congress relative to 
reconstruction was a serious political crime, but 
Congress overlooked it in consideration of bis 
known unfamlMarity with all questions of con- 
stitutional law. His abuse of the pardonin, 
power by allowing his signature to be hawke 
about by harlots, and his abuse of the appoint- 
sR PON SS by levying contributions on his office 
holders, have been a stench in the nostrils of the 
nation. His use of the whole patronage and 
power of the Government as a grand corruption 
fund, to bribe, buy and bully all office holders 
into the betrayal of the very principles and 
party he was himself elected to sustain, revealed 
a depth of personal depravity unprecedented in 
the history of public men in America, His 
complicity with the rebels and traitors in their 
anti-negro nots at Memphis and New Orleans, 
rendered him morally responsible for scores of 
innocent lives, and showed him capable of 
winking at any efforts to inaugurate a war of 
races, His drunkenness when taking the inau- 
gural oath, and when swinging around the 
circle, condemned him to everlasting contempt, 
yet was treated with apparent forbearance. His 
treachery to his oath and constitutional duty in 
deliberately striking down the most distinguish- 
ed heroes Of the war, and our most trusted civil 
officers, for their fidelity to tho laws and their 
desire to see them faithfully executec, merited 
Brome impeachment, conyiction and removal 
months ago, but Congress forebore and con- 
doned those offences,’

ing, we give the proceedure, as follows : 


“A committee appointed by the House will 
appear before the Re of the Senate and offi- 
cially announce the resolution of impeachment. 
The President of the Senate will Appoint So- 
lect Committee to hear the report of the Oom- 
mittee of the House, A report will then be 
made by the Senate Committee to the Senate. 
The Senate will take action, and its action will 
be enblaly communicated to tho House. Tho 
Speaker will appoint a Board of Managers ty 
conduct the Impeachment ; they will carry to 
the Senate the articles of impeachment. The 
action of the House will be read to the Senate, 
which then appointe the time when it will 
“resolve Tteclt Into w Court of Impeachment. 
Each Senator takes the oath that he will do im- 
paral justice,. The Board of Managers of the 

Jouse being introduced tothe bar of the Court, 
formally present the articles of impeachment, 
A summons is issued to the party accused to 
answer the articles of impeachment, fixing the 
day returnable, which {a served at least ten days 
before the return thereof. ‘The day of the trial 
having arrived, the House, resolving itself Into 


the Senate Chamber, and 16 admitted. The 
return ia read by the Secretary of the Senate. 
Arrangoments are then made for the summoning 
of witnesses. The trial being completed, cach 
article is read by the Secretary, and the roll 
called, when each Senator answers ‘*Guilty” 
or “ Not Gullty,” two-thirds being required to 
declare the accused guilty. ‘Lhe decision is 
given, and communicated to the accused, If 
found guilty, the President will from that 
moment be deprived of his office, the functions 
of which will deyolye upon the President of the 
Senate, the Hon, Benjamin B. Wade, of Ohlo.”’

A farmer 
in the neighborhood, of the name of Warm, 
very kindly supplied cakes and tea about six 
o'clock in the evening; but no effort was 
made by the railway officials to supply food, 
to the snowed-up wayfarers till abeut mid- 
night, when some cheese, crackers, tea, and 
whiskey were distributed. For some time 
efforts were made to get the cars away by 
engines sent up from Toronto. Those, how- 
ever, failed, and it was only about eleven 
o'clock on Tuesday forenoon that the first 
batch of the passengers got to the city, not 
much the worse for their night's confinement, 
though not very much impressed with the 
attention of the officials of the Northern to 
persons in their somewhat awkward predica- 
ment, 


The train which left Toronto for the East 
on Monday night, with three engines, got 
fast in the snow on Scarboro’ Heights, and 
three additional engines sent out to aid it 
were snowed up within half a mile of the 
disabled train. Loads of provisions were sent 
down in sleighs by the company, and tho 
passengers made themselves as comfortable 
as they could under trying circumstances. 
After putting in a dull and rather cheerless 
nightin the cars, on looking out next morn- 
ing the snow was found in some places to 
have drifted almost to a level with the top of 
the cars, while both before and behind the 
train uniform drifte of five and six feet’ of 
snow were seen.

“3. That the Protestants of Ireland, from 
their social position, wealth, intelligence, and 
loyalty, are entitled tons ample consideration 
and protection of their intereets a8 any other 
class of Her Mafesty’s subjects in the realm ; 
and we claim it as a right that in all legislation 
affecting their property, liberty, or religion, 
Ireland shall be dealt with, not asa separate 
country, but asan integral part of the United 
Kingdom, 

‘4. While we yiew with satisfaction any 
investigation which may lead to the increased

The Mineral Policy of the 
. Government. 


With the meagro reports furnished by the 
_ Toronto press of the debates in the Legis- 
lature of Ontario, it is scarcely proper to 
form an opinion from reading what is given 
of the sayings and doings of that body, 
until the Bill upon which a debate may 
have arisen is before us. We can gather, 
however, from the remarks of the Commis- 
sioner of Crown Lands upon the mineral 
policy of the Covernment that we are not 
to haye that liberal and comprehensive 
legislation which the country had a right 
to expect. 


in moving the second reading of a Bill re! 
ing to gold and silver mines, Mr. Richarar te 
reported to have ‘* referred to the principal pro- 
visions of the Bill, stating that the Bill of 1864 
was chieily confined to gold mines. Tt was not 
_ then arpeae that there were silyer mines ; 
~ but the discoveries on the north shore of Lake 
_ Superior showed that there was a large amount 
of wealth there. The Government found it 
necessary to make some provision for the gold 
mining regions of the County of Hastie 8 
‘The Act of 1864, instead of royalty, Imposed a 
fee, under which parties were allowed to work 
‘old Inines, This had been practically a failure, 
hey now proposed to substitute oa miner's 
license and royalty, The Act also applied to both 
gold and silver mines. Regarding the qnestior 
of royalty, he was aware there was a difference 
of opinion—some holding that mineral lands 
should be put on the same footing as agriculur 
al lands. He held, however, that there we 5 
material differences. When thoy gaye frante of 
ogricultural land they expected permanent ben- 
eiltto the country, but with regard to mineral 
Jonds no such advantage was looked for, The 
had fixed 8 per cent—or 5 cents an ounce—ny 
the lowest standard. That was the same as in 
Nova Scotia, It was also tho intention of the 
Government, if the gold-bearlog section roved 
richer, the Goyernment would fee] fustided Jo 
doubling the amount of royalty in the Section 
With regard to the minerals on the north shore, 
the probabilitics are that the mines would pe 
very productive. ‘the Government diq not, 
however, ask to go higher than ten per cent, and 
would x the royalty at from three to ten po 
cent, In some countries an export duty Is pag 
upon gold, aud he saw no good reason why the 
overnment of this country should give up its 


transferable, before he can commence sink- 
ing a shaft to ascertain whether the lode 
or vein is worth working. Is this $5 
license to apply to every man employed, as 
the law is understood now, or to one mine, 
no matter how many men are employed ? 
Unless specially provided for, we very 
much fear that the widest interpretation 
will be put upon the law, and the last 


proposition is to give the Commissioner 
power to fix the royalty at ten per cent. 1f 
many of the mines pay their ten per 
cent. upon the outlay, it is as much 
as they will do, while others may, and 
no doubt will pay much better; but why 
ask for a power which it would not only be 
absurd but ruinous to the whole mining 
Interest to attempt to enforce? The true 
policy of this country in dealing both 
with agricultural and mineral lands,should 
be such as to induce agniculturalists to 
occupy our lands, and miners to invest 
their capital in exploring and testing the 
richness of our country, Any other 
course is suicidalin the extreme. Does 
the commissioner suppose that men will 
invest their means in any enterprize, no 
matter how promising, with a prospect of 
having to pay 10 per cent. upon the gross 
proceeds of their business?, The supposi- 
tion is monstrous, If the scheme is 
attempted it will drive every man out ot 
the gold district. 


We do not wish to be understood as 
advocating a free system in dealing with 
our mineral lands, but we do believe that 
no restrictions should be put upon the 
immediate development of such lands as 
are unfit for cultivation, and that no license 
or fee should be asked until it had been 
ascertained through an Inspector that gold 
or silver had been found in sufficient 
quantities to justify the erection of a 
crusher; then and not till then should 
government step in and demand a royalty, 
which should not exceed two or three per 
cent. When such a policy is inaugurated 
we may expect to see capitalists investing 
their means in mining, and the sooner ain 
rulers begin to view this question in this 
light the sooner will it begin to derive a 
revenue from the mineral landg of the 
country. 

Since the above was put in type we have 
been assured by the Inspector, A, 
A, Campnett, Esq., who has just re- 
turned from Toronto, that the license 
to be granted to each miner will entitle 
him to aclaim of 150 to 200 feet of 
any unsold Crown Lands, that no license 
will be necessary for mining on: private 
lands, and that the proposition to charge 
fora license for crushing mills is abandoned, 
that Tavern Licenses are not to be enforced, 
and that he is instructed to levy but two 
to two and a half per cent. upon the 
products of the crushing mills, the owners

Measures have already been taken 
towards the formation of an Agricultural, 
Mechanical and Industrial Museum, to be 
attached to this Department. This’ will 
comprise characteristic specimens of agri- 
cultural ee Same and machines, cereals 
and horticultural productions, manufactures 
and the results of mechanical skill; and 
also woods and minerals possessing an

Way Tera PrematurELy Decay.— 
Human teeth are intended to grind grain, 
but in civilized life, from the cradle up- 
wards, they have really little of their natural 
work to do, but cookery does it for them. 
A crust of bread is only the chief piece de 
resistance put to table. There is enough, 
doubtless, of tough meat, but this doea not 
give grinding work. The supporting struc- 
tures of the teeth, the alveolar processes, 
‘suffer in a like degree from insufficient use. 
This is shown in any mouth from which a 
grinder has been remoyed. The opposing 
tooth soon projects trom ita bed into the 
space of the lost tooth; next its fangs be- 
come ‘exposed, the tooth loosens, and 
ultimately drops out, or it may be that 
caries attack the parts unsheltered by 
enamel, and the tooth is lost. What hap- - 
pens is, that the alveolar process connected 
with the unopposed tooth, losing its natur- 
si stimulus—grinding pressure—becomes 
absorbed, its linging periosteal membrane 
degenerates, probably becomes spongy, and 
so forces the tooth from its bed. The au- 
thor has endeavored tor some time to carry -- 
‘his views into practice, and has selected the 
navy biscuit as a suitable article of diet in 
the place of bread.—Dr Martyn.

Twas. He then asked Mr. Diamond the same 
question, He réplied he wai prepared to accept 
that proposition, provided the other munici- 
palities were all made to pay in accordance with 
that report. That this could not be agreed to 
was so evident, the Committee rejected the 
qualification at once, and Mr Diamond was ask- 
ed to give a direct answer, ‘yes’? or ‘no,’

poséd to argue the propriety of his views, which 
the Committee declined to allow, and passed 
the Bill with respect to the amount to be pald, 
just as it was in the draft Bill. They, however, 
made the other amendments im the clauses 
which, on reading the Bill as introduced and as 
passed, you will observe, , 

While the Committee were closing the exam- 
ination of the Bill, observing that the general 
feeling was that the County ought to settle with 
Thurlow {n accordance with the Chairman’s 
suggestion, I stated that I was quite willing to 
reduce the sum mentioned in the Bill as pay- 
able by Thurlow, to the sum which Thurlow 
would have had to pay had the final report of 
the Valuators been. acted upon for the settle- 
ment of the taxes of 1865, and that I would put 
that io the Bill in the Committee of the whole 
House. Mr. Farley and Mr, Diamond, seeing 
thelr views were not likely to be acted upon, 
wished tohave the proposed concession put in 
then and there, which, however, we would not 
agree to. 

The Bill was reported to the House with the 
amount to be paid standing just a8 it was In the 
Bill as introduced. Desiring to carry out what 
I believed to be the feeling of the Committee, 
and also to give effect as faras possible to what 
I deemed the agreement which had been come 
to by the resolution of 1866, I, with Dr. Boulter 
and Mr. Graham, called ppon the opponentsito 
the Bill, and we made up the sum whichwould, 
according to the Valuators’, report, haye been 
payable fs 1865 by Thurlow, and we put these 
figures in the Bill as the sum to be enforced 
under the Bill, and at the request of Mr. Dia- 
mond we consented to put in a clauge allowing 
Thurlow to-assess a special rate for the collec- 
tion of the balance due.

Crime in Belleville. 


The Chief of Police submitted his annual 
report of crime in Belleville to the Council, 
at its last meeting yesterday evening, 
and we eubjoin a copy thereof. The tabular 
form accompanying it appears to have been 
compiled with much care, showing each 
offence monthly, but our space only permits 
us to give the following abstract. Under 
all the circumstances of want of employ- 
ment, an unusually severe winter and a 
constant floating population, it is a matter 
of congratulation that crime is steadily 
on the decrease, and that we can compare 
favorably with any other town of similar 
extent in thé Dominion.

for 1867. 

It varies in a few instances from the reports 
which I have had the honor to submit in former 
years, and although an increase of 38 cases of 
assault is exhibited on the return, it cannot be 
deemed acriterion of an advance in that pee 
ular offence, the greater number being of avery 
frivolous nature—65 cases having been dismis- 
sed by the Police Magistrate. 

Three cases of burglary form a marked excep- 
tion, but even in this instance one dismissed case 
was from the rural district, and the other two 
were rendered amenable and committed for trial. 

During the year 1867 there were 136 persons 
arrested by the police, both with and without 
warrants, of which number 71 males could read 
and write,and 11 females, The nationalities were 
as follows: 100 Canadians, 9 English, 5 Scotch 
4from the United States,1 Dutchman and 1 
Frenchman. 

Since my last annual report a Police Station 
has been erected, in connection with the Fire 
Department, but the police have not yet occu- 
pied it. L would respectfully suggest that the 
rooms be fitted up for occupation as early as 
practicable, 

The necessity of two additional men for a 
night watch is becoming more urgent, and re- 
cent occurrences point out its necessity. This 
course, if adopted, would be found very bene- 
ficial to the public, and the Chief ot Police 

would be confined to his legitimate duties of 
inspecting at all hours the men on their beats 
and Issuing orders for their guidance. Hie is at 
present performing the ordinary duties of a 
constable, and cannot, therefore, give hia atten- 
tion to his most important functions, which 
would be considerably jacreased by the appoint: 
ment of two additidnal men.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT, 
FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 


Orrawa, March 17th, 1868. 


My surmises given you yesterday were true 
so far as they related to Mr, Galt and Dr. 
Tupper. The latter gentleman has gone to 
England, to confront Mr. Howe xt the 
colonial office, und present the other side 
of the question. Mr. Galt declines the em- 
bassy ostensibly, on the ground that he 
would not play second to Dr, Tupper; and it 
is said felt highly indignant at such a posi- 
tion being assigned to him. To relieve 
his mind, he went directly to Mr. Holton, 
and poured his griefsin the lap of his rival, 
who brought the question before the House’ 
to-night,and in his usual emphatic style, de- 
nounced the appointment as one he could 
only characterize as that of lunatics.

Others, however, differ 
from this opinion, and believe that there is 
no more insanity in the course pursued by 
the Government, than 1n that taken by the 
repealersin Nova Scotia, Ifit is not im.

This morning another ‘‘ shoye ™ took placa, 
which knocked the bridge on the branch 
road leading to the saw mill completely 
endways, and after spinning round a few 
times, it took its eourse déwn’ the river. 
‘The rush of water which followed this took 
large blocks of ice and several logs and 
landed them on the Kaladar road, thus 
stopping anything from passing along, 
which, previous to this, had been done by 
several vehicles, though the water was up 
to the hubs. Great fears were at one time 
entertained. by the inhabitants of this part 
of the village, as there seemed every proba- 
bility, of the water coming into the houses, 
and every precaution was taken to remove 
goods to the upper parts of houses.

HE POST OFFICE SAVINGS BANKS, 
established by Statute in the present 
| Session of Parliament, will commence opera- 
tions on the Ist April, 1868, and the Post. 
master-General will, from that day, receive 
at any of the undermentioned Post Offices 
deposits paid to the Postmasters by porsons 
wishing to place their money in the Govern- 
meént Savings Bank. 


2. The direct security of the Dominion is 
given by the Statutes for all deposits made, 

8. At each Post Office named, the Savings 
Bank regulations may be read by the public, 
giving full information with respect to the 
mode of depositing and withdrawing money, 
and these regulations &re printed on the 
cover of the Pass Book supplied to each de- 
positor, 

4. Any person may have a oa account, 
and deposits will be received daily, during the 
ordinary hours of Post Office business, of any 
nuniber of dollars, from $1 up to $800, the 
total amount which can be received from a 
Depositor in any one year, except in cases to 
be specially authorized by the Postmaster- 
General. 

6. The Postmasters of the Offices named 
will act as agents for the receipt of the money 
deposited for transmission to the Postmaster- 
General, and for payment by the Postmaster- 
General of money withdrawn by Depositors. 

6. Each Depositor will be supplied with a 
Pass Book, and the sums paid in, or with 
drawn, will be entered therein by the Post- 
master receiving or paying the sanie. In 
addition, a direct receipt for each amount paid 
in, will be sent to the Depositor from the 
Postmaster-General, and the Postmaster- 
General will issue a cheque, payable at any 
Post Office Savings Bank desired, for any sum 
withdrawn, 

7. Every Depositor’s account will thus be 
kept with the Postmaster-General, and a De- 
positor may pay into his or her account with 
the Post Office Savings Bank,at any of the Sav- 
ings Bank Post Offices which at the time may 
best suit his convenience, and may exercise 
the same choice in drawing out, money, sub- 
ject only to the obligation of producing the 
Pass Book, in proof of identity—whenever 
paying ia or drawing out money. : 

8, Interest at the rate of 4 per cent, per 
annum will be allowed on deposits lying in 
the ordinary deposit accounts, but.when a 
Depositor has $100 deposited, he or she may 
request the Postmaster-General to trazsfer 
this sum to a special account, and-will then 
receive a Certificate of such spécial $100 de- 
posit, bearing interest at 5 per cent per an- 
num, / 

9, Postmasters are forbidden by law to dis? 
close the name of any Depositor, or the 
amount of any sum deposited or withdrawn. 

10: No charge will be made to Depositors 
on paying in, or drawing out money, nor for 
postage on communications. with the Post- 
master-General in relation thereto. 

11. The Postmaster.General will’be alwaya 
ready to receive and attend,to all applica. 
tions, complaints, or other communications 
addressed to him by Depositors or others, 
relative to Post Office Savings Bank matters, 

12. An additional number of Post Offices 
will be authorized to act as Savings Bank 
agencies on the 1st July next;

Route to the Pacific. 


The London Times of a recent date has 
an article on the opening up of a road to 
the Pacific, in which it says that the route 
by land and water from Canada to the Pa- 
cific, was attracting some attention on 
‘Change and among capitalists. The pro- 
position is that the route should start from 
Collingwood on Georgian Bay, end con- 
sist of river and lake navigation for about 
2,400 miles out of the entire 8,200 to Van- 
couver's Island. The Times says: “The 
Canada Government it is said have agreed 
to open the portion between Lake Superior 
and Fort Garry, a distancé of about 500 
miles, of which 300 are navigable, and 
the government of British Columbia are ex- 
pected by grants of land to facilitate the 
work through their territory, It is affirm- 
ed that the expense would be comparative- 
ly light, and that the undertaking might 
be completed in less than two years, when 
passengers would be enabled to make the 
transit in about 18 days. Mr. Alfred Wad- 
dington,of Victoria, Vancouver's Island, has 
been the most prominent advocate of the 


- enterprise, and is to describe its features in 


detail, especially as regards the pass by the 
Rocky Mountains, at the Geographical So- 
ciety on Monday.”

4. Any person may have a pepoalt account,

{hs POST OFFICE SAVINGS BANKS, 

established by Statute in the present 
Session of Parliament, will commence opera- 
tions on the 1st April, 1868, and tho Post 
tmaster-General will, from that day, receive 
atany of the undermentioned Post Offices 
deposits paid to the Postmasters by persons 
wishing to placo their money in the Govern- 
ment Savifiges Bank. 

2. The direct security of the Dominion is 
given by the Statutes for all deposits made, 
At cach Post Office named, the Savings 
Bank regulations may be read by tho public, 
giving fall information with respect to the 
mode of depositing and withdrawing money, 
and these regulations are printed “of the 
cover of the Pass Book supplied to each de- 
positor, 

4. Any person may have a paren account, 
and deposits will be received daily, during the 
ordinary hours of Post Office business, of any 
number of dollars, from $1 up to $800, the 
total amount which can be received from a 
Depositor in any one year, xcept in cases to 
be specially authorized by the Postmaster- 
General. 

5. The Poatmasters of the Offices named 
will act as agents for the réceipt of the money 
deposited for transmission to the Postmaater- 
General, and for payment by the Postmaster- 
General of money withdrawn by Depositors. 

6. Each Depositor will be supplied with a 
Pass Book, and the sums paid in, or with 
drawn, will be entered therein by the Post- 
master receiving or paying the same. In 
addition, a direct receipt foreach amount paid 
in, will be sent to the Depositor from the 
Postmaster-General, and the Postmaster. 
General will issue a cheque, payable at any 
Post Office Savings Bank desired, for any sum 
withdrawn, 

7. Every Depositor’s account will thus be 
kept with the Postmaster-General, and a De- 
positor may pay into his or her account with 
the Post Office Savings Bank,at any of the Say- 
ings Bank Post Offices which at the time may 
best suit his convenience, and may exercise 
the same choice in drawing out money, sub- 
ject only to the obligation of producing ‘the 
Pass Book, in proof of identity—whenever 
paying in or drawing out money 

8, Interest at the rate of 4 per cent. per 
annum will be allowed on deposits lying in 
the ordinary deposit accounts, but when a 
Depositor has $100 deposited, he or she may 
request the Postmaster-General to transfer 
this sum to a special account, and will then 
receive a Certificate of such special $100 de- 
posit, bearing interest at 5 per cent per an-

9, Postmasters are forbidden by law todis 
close the name of any Depositor, “or the 
amount of any sum deposited or withdrawn. 

10. No charge will be made to“Depositors 
on paying in, or drawing out money,-nor for 
postage on communications with the Post 
master-General in relation thereto. ie 

11. The Postmaster-General will be always 
ready to recelve and attend ‘to all applica- 
tions, complaints, or other communications 
addressed-to him by Depositors. or others, 
relative to Post Office Savings Bank matters,

Belleville, on the twenty-third day of March and 
following days, 1868, beg leave to report : That 
we have carefully considered the Indictments

We have Inspected the Gaol and found it clean 
and in good order, the prisoners making no 
complaint; but would recommend an improve- 
ment in the Gradd Jury Room. The chairs are 
badly broken und not fit to use ; the table-cover 
alltorn and worn out; the room appearing as if 
it wasmot intended for use, and neither ink, 
pens nor paper furnished, Atter considering the 
great expenditure made by the County Council 
Ou the Gaol and Court House, we were eurpris- 
ed at such neglect ; also the room adjacent for- 
merly the Sheriff's Office, used at present for 
the reception of Ladies attending Court as wit- 
nesses, &c., is ina very uncomiortable state. 

We also see a large quantity of stone outside 
the gaol-yard at the entrance to the Court House, 
encumberipg the ground and approach to the 
Court House, and would recommend the same 
‘totbe drawn away or within the gaol-yard, and 
that the prisoners within the gaol sentenced to 
hard labor bé employed in breaking the same 
or in some other way. | 

We'tre of opinion that the County Council 
should furnish chain and ball to be attached to 
the leg, and other means necessary so that the 
prisoners could be set at work, by which there 
might be’a saving effected to the County and 
the ground around the Gaol and Court House 
greatly improved. 

That at the present time a number of able 
bodied young men are sentenced fora certain

SEVENTH DAY. 


THE SULLIVAN MURDER CASE. 


MoxpAy, March 80, 1868, 


The Court opened at 10 o’clock, A. M., the 
Hon, Justice Wilson presiding. 

Homer Holmes and George Good were ar- 
raigned for the murder of Daniel Sullivan, on 
the 1st day of January, 1868, After a Jury 
had been empannelled, Hon. Sidney Smith, 
Q. C., opened the case by briefly addressing 
the Jury. He was particularly severe upon 
the proprietors of the Asgl-Ameries Hotel, 
for having permiited such a brutal murder to 
take place within their house; upon the crowd 
who looked on and saw the man beaten and 
pounded to death, and upon the authorities 
and peace officers for allowing the murderers 
of Sullivan to go up and down the streets of 
Belleville for two days thereafter without 
making the slightest attempt to arrest them, 
It was.a spectacle without a parallel in the 
whole country, and a disgrace to the Town, 
which, he trusted in the interesta of public 
justice, would never occur again. The learn- 
ed Counsel then briefly stated the circum-

BY ATLANTIC CABLE. 


Lonpon, March 31.—In the House eS Lords 
lgst evening, Lord Malmabury disclaimed any 
Intention on the part of the English Govera- 
ment to Interfere in the affairs of Paraguay. 


In the House of Commons, petitions in favor 
of and against the Irish Church establishment 
were read, Mr. Gladstone, after calling for the 
reading of the Acts of Parliament in relation to 
the Irish Church, moved that the House proceed 
toconsiderthem. He declared the time had 
come when the Irish Church should cease to 
exist a8 a State establishment. He would give 
no details of the means by which this was to 
be.brought about, because it was mot'the duty 
of the opposition to arrange them. All proprie- 
tory right should be respected. There should 
no longer be a salaried Clergy paid by the Btate 
and connected with the’Cliirch, but «fund for 
the benefit of Ireland should be created from 
the balances of the incomes of the’Church, Mr. 
Gladstone proceeded to explain thatthe Liberal 
party had not dealt with this question, because 
{t had neyer before been presented to-them in » 
concrete shape as at the present time! - Both 
parties, he said, were excusable for neglecting 
the subject, becanse the public sense had not 
before been fully aroused in regard to it. He 
repelled the charge of apostacy which had been 
made against him. Speaking of the measures 
which should be adopted, he recommended 
that the churches and parsonages should be 
left to the Clergy, Those who choseto malr- 
tain them would indemnity the owners of the 
Adrowson. Atter further argument Mr. Glad- 
stone closed with an appeal to the House te 
take some definite action. _ 


Lord Stanley replied, opposlug too hasty actlon 
on the matter, saying that the House should 
Wait until the commission on'the Irish Church 
should make their report, and concluded by 
Moving his resolution of which he gaye motica 
last Friday, that the subject be left over for the 
consideration of the next Parliament. —
